Our  hats  are  off  to  the  Wingate  Basketball  team  which  made  such  an 
excellent  showing  in  state  and  national  competition.  And  with  our  hats  off  we 
salute  Coach  Danny  Miller  who  guided  the  boys  to  the  most  successful  year 
in  the  history  of  Wingate. 

The  climax  of  the  season  came  when  the  team  journeyed  to  Hutchinson, 
Kansas  to  compete  in  the  National  Junior  College  Basketball  tournament.  At 
the  close  of  the  tournament  the  team  ranked  fourth  in  the  nation  with  a  three- 
to-one  tournament  record. 

But  the  road  leading  to  Hutchinson  required  a  lot  of  hard  work.  Wingate 
was  undefeated  in  conference  competition.  Wingate  ended  the  season  with 
a  blazing  thirty-nine-to-three  record.  Perhaps  the  games  that  will  be  remembered 
longest  was  Wingate's  two  victories  over  the  Wake  Forest  Varsity. 

All  the  players  were  great  team  men  as  well  as  individual  stars.  The  three 
boys  who  won  more  honors  were  Darrell  Floyd,  Jack  Musten,  and  Neild  Gordon. 
Darrell  was  named  on  the  All-Star  team  (All  American)  in  Hutchinson.  Both

State  team.  Neild  was  voted  the  most  valuable  player  in  the  Shelby  tournament.
